Avoid Needless Travel, 
President Truman Urges 


TYNHE transportation facilities.of the nation are 

now called upon for ithe most gigantic task in 
all the history of transportation, said President Harry 
Truman in a public statement issued from the White 
House-on June 7, Heaviest burden will be placed on 
the western: railroads -and how the challenge is met 
will depend upon’ the “cooperation and self-denial” 
of all users of transportation, he said. The full text 
of his statement follows: 


“All too few realize the transportation difficulties 
which are now developing and which will continue 
well into 1946. It is important that the public under- 
stand the situation and at.once lend full cooperation 
in order that the burden may be minimized. 

“The transportation performance in mobilizing 
our victorious armies in Europe over a period of 
four long, difficult years required the utmost effort. 
The plan of battle now requires that our armies be 
transferred to the far Pacific in the very short time 
of ten months, We must now complete in ten months 
a task that is only one-third less than the previous 
job which required nearly 48 months. The trans- 
portation job in the first phase of the war has often 
been called a ‘miracle. The job ahead of us is 
even bigger. 

“The facilities for civilian passenger transporta- 
tion will be greatly reduced. In order to obtain pas- 
senger equipment for troop movements, it will 
probably be necessary to reduce the capacity of 
sleeping car equipment on regular trains by 50 per 
cent. Men in uniform, other than on troop move- 
ments, now comprise about one-third of the passen- 
gers on a regular train. If the number of these 
travelers'in uniform ‘remained constant, a 50 per 
cent reduction in sleeping car .capacity on regular 
trains would mean that only one out of four of the 
‘civilians now ‘using this: equipment’ could .do.so ‘in 
the future. But the number of travelers in uniform 
will be greatly increased. :

“In addition, war material moving to the Pacific 
will be more than twice as much as heretofore. This 
tremendous increase must move over the western 
railroads, which are already loaded to capacity. 


“Thus the various transportation restrictions will 
not only be retained but undoubtedly increased. 
Those asking for relaxation of the restrictions are 
asking for the impossible. - 


“The situation requires the cooperation and 
self-denial of all users of transportation. The 
speed with which our men and munitions can be 
carried to within striking distance of Japan will 
largely determine how long the war must continue. 
I know that every American wants to add his efforts 
to that-of the millions of transportation workers on 
whom this grave responsibility rests. 


“Remember, the returning éoldier is here for a 
few days on his way from one.conflict to another,”

tary service and the 197 (now up to 215) who had given their lives. 


Tt was the third annual observance of the day and, as on- previous 
occasions, impressive ceremonies were held at many points on the rail- 
road and SP people everywhere proudly wore the miniature service flag 
lapel emblem, Many of the ceremonies had a distinct military flavor, 
with Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard personnel taking a 
colorful part. Prominent state and civic leaders also participated. 


Through the press and radio, public recognition of War Service Day 
was given, with praise accorded Southern Pacific people for their 
achievements on the home and battle fronts.

as buying too many bonds.” 

Touching on all-phases of supporting 
this total war, McKenna urged SP 
people to give more blood, stay on the 
job and ‘to back all these efforts up by 
their purchases of War Bonds—particu- 
larly through the payroll savings :plan. 

Governor Warren told: of ‘his early ex- 
periences as’-a- Southern - Pacific -rail- 
roader as ‘a prologue ‘to-his -expression 
of appreciation for ‘the -war job Amer- 
ican railroads -are doing. -“Endless ‘car- 
loads ‘of ‘materials ‘have :been necessary 


“in order for -our: fighting “men :to carry 


the battle to the “enemy,” he. said, “and 


the :speedy movement of these .unprece- 


dented tonnages has-been one of the 
most commendable factors in our all-out 
war effort. Now that the job is half com- 
plete there must be'no letup in this flow 
of needed materials for every delay 
means prolonging the war. And to com- 
plete the Jast half of the job will tax the 
ability and capacity of every Southern 
Pacific man and woman.” 

During the program Pvt. Jeanne 
Sykes, Wac from Mather Field, rendered 
vocal solos accompanied by Frances 
Frank, wife of SP Club President Tony 
Frank, Appropriate military music was 
presented by the McClellan Field band. 

One of the highlights of the event was 
the introduction of S/Sgts. Robert and 
Richard Egger, twin sons of Julius 
Egger, shops employe. The twins re- 
turned home recently after their release 
from a German prisoner .of war camp. 

Closing the ceremonies, Reeves read 
the names of the 26 men from the shops, 
stores and division who have given their 
lives: while in.armed service.

Following President Mercier’s re- 
marks, Baldwin introduced Pvt. Earl 
Miller, of Aud. Misc. Accts. Office, SF, 
who was taken prisoner by the Germans 
during the Battle of the Bulge. 


Baldwin then read excerpts from let- 
ters from Southern Pacific men now 
serving their country. 

One of the highlights of the program 
came when a message prepared in New 
York by Commander J. T. O'Callahan, 
Navy Chaplain, was delivered by tran- 
scription over the public-address system. 
Commander O'Callahan, who addressed 
the 1944 War Service Day assemblage 
in person, recently gained world-wide 
fame as one of the heroes of the bomb- 
ing of the’aireraft carrier Franklin off 
the shore of Japan last March. 


He said that he was aware, through 
previous contacts with Southern Pacific 
people, that ‘they. needed no urging to 
buy bonds—just a reminder.

WOUNDED 


\ JITHIN an hour’s time Pvt. Man- 

uel Gonzalez, track laborer from 
Rio Grande Division, was thrice 
wounded in action against the Germans 
in the closing stages of the European 
war. Attacking with his Infantry unit 
against enemy positions in the Colmar 
section of France, he was struck in the 
arm by a piece of shrapnel from a mor- 
tar shell. While the injury was being 
treated a bullet tore through his arm 
about three inches below the wound 
and later, as he was walking back. to 
the first aid station, he was hit by an- 
other bullet about three inches above 
the original wound. He was awarded 
the Purple Heart and was sent to con- 
valesce at an Army hospital in England. 


Pvt. Henry E. Santo, of Los An- 
geles Shops, was wounded in action 
March 18 as the Allied armies were 
getting underway with their final push 
on Germany.

The group above, posed 
shops, represents about one-third of the fotal num 


Railroad Saddened by 
Death of ‘“Bill’”’” Hack 


L. “BILL” HACK, 64, nation- 

+ ally-known retired superintendent 

of Sacramento Division, died in Gen- 

eral Hospital June 20 of a heart attack. 

He had gone to the hospital June 11 

from his home at Del Paso Heights, 
near Sacramento, for a check-up. 


One of the most colorful railroaders 
of this or any other era, Hack climaxed 
47 years of SP service with his retire- 
ment July 1, 1944, on advice of his doc- 
tors. He was born at Vallejo, Califor- 
nia, October 10, 1880, and went to work 
for SP as a laborer and car cleaner at 
Indio in January, 1897. A year later he 
became a fireman on the Los Angeles- 
Yuma run and in 1901 advanced to en- 
gineer. He served as fuel burning in- 
spector on LA Division from 1910 to 
1915, when he was made road foreman 
of engines on Tucson Division. He be- 
came asst. superintendent of Sacra- 
mento Division in Sept. 1918 and three 
years later moved to Ogden as superin- 
tendent of Salt Lake Div. In Nov, 1924 
he was named superintendent of San

Joaquin Div. and in June, 1925, trans- 
ferred to Sacramento Div. 

For 19 years “Big Bill,” as he was 
affectionately known, supervised opera 
tions over the Sierra Nevada mountains, 
besting nature on one of the nation’s 
toughest stretches of railroad. He was 
quoted and pictorialized in several na- 
tional magazines dealing with the tre 
mendous war traffic and won the repu- 
tation of “the best known railroad 
superintendent in the world.”

Operating Results 


PF OR the five months ended May 31, 
© 1045, Railway Operating Revenucs 
of Southern Pacific Transportation Sys- 
tem amounted to $257,757.037, or 
$1,373,467 Iess than the revenues for the 
same period of 1944; a 1 per cent de- 
crease, 


During the same period. Railway 
Operating Expenses were $175,973,780, 
or $4,580,762 more than the expenses 
far the same period of last year; a 3 
per cent increase. 


Railway tax accruals, including $44,- 
117,275 for Federal taxes, and $6,437, 
540 for other taxes, totaled $50,554,815, 
or $4,540,278 less than such accruals for 
the first five months of 1944. After de- 
ducting taxes and $9,946,081 of net 
rentals for use of equipment and joint 
facilities, there was left Net Railway 
Operating Income of $21,282,361, or 
$2,091,305 less than the Net Railway 
Operating Income for the same period 
of 1944; a 9 per cent decrease. 


Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous in- 
come, must be paid the interest on 
bonds and equipment trust notes in the 
lands of the public, and other fixed 
charges. For the five months ended 
May 81, 1945, the final result was a Net 
Income of $13,746,250, which compares 
with a net income of $16,495,301 for the 
same period of last year, a decrease of 
$2,749,051, or 17 per cent.

Drain, dip 
each slice in cornmeal or flour, and 
brown slowly in a little hot fat in 
skillet. -When crisply brown, remove 
meat, pour off all but about 2 table- 
spoons fat and stir in 2 tablespoons 
flour. Cook for 2 minutes, then slowly 
add 2 cups milk. Cook about 5 min- 
utes longer, until creamy. Season with 
salt and pepper. While this cooks, cut 
the fried pork into small bits and add 
to the gravy. Serve piping hot with 
boiled potatoes or corn bread. Inci- 
dentally, there'll probably be enough 
fat cook out of the pork to provide 
you with frying fat for several days!”

“You can have very good baked ap- 
ples or pears without using sugar. To 
serve 2, cut 2 apples or pears in two 


lengthwise, cut out the cores; place 
cut-side up in shallow baking dish, pour 
in about 44 cup corn syrup; add the 
juice of 1 lemon, and a dash of salt. 
Cover, and bake in a moderate oven 
(350°) about 30 minutes, until fruit is 
tender. Serve warm with top milk.”

“Tn using corn syrup for sweetening, 
it’s well to remember that syrup is 
about half as sweet as sugar. Remem- 
ber, too, that a cup dipped in cold 
water is best for measuring it.” 


“When meat servings are small, it’s 
smart to have an especially good vege- 
table dish—something they'll go for in 
a big way. For example, creamy fried 
tomatoes. Just cut partly-ripe tomatoes 
crosswise into thick slices, dip in flour, 
and fry gently in bacon drippings or 
oil in-ekillet. When brown on bottom, 
turn carefully, using a pancake turner 
so as not to break the slices. Season 
with salt and pepper. When brown on 
both sides, pour a little coffee cream 
or undiluted evaporated milk around 
the tomatoes, let it bubble up, then 
serve on toast.” 


GOOD INDOORS OR OUT 


Just Right Sweet Com. Don’t cook 
the corn until you're practically ready 
to sit down at the table. Have the 
water boiling merrily, put in the corn, 
and let it cook not more than 5 or 6 
minutes. Add salt during last 8 or 4 
minutes of cooking. Serve immediately. 
Rather than have each person butter 
his own ear, better brush the ears 
lightly with butter or margarine before 
they go on the table. Or, forget the 
butter, and sprinkle each ear of corn 
with paprika, instead!
